NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We deal elsewhere with the Immigration Committee, which will hold its 
first meeting to-day, and the opportunity of the Board of Deputies. The pro- 
cedure before Select Committees of the House of Commons on public affairs is 
‘not a matter of common knowledge, but from some opportunities of observing 
Hit, we are enabled to state that the ‘‘cases ’’ on the part of the various interests 
concerned are frequently got up with the same skill and professional ability 
which are devoted to preparing for Committees on private bills, One side at least 
of the question will be presented to the Select Committee with great eloquence 
and persistence ; and the reputation and welfare of our poorer coreligionists 
require on our part as much care and energy.. We have not heard that anyone is 
devoting himself to this matter even in the same impartial spirit, for 
instance, in which Mr. D. F. Schloss has become an investigator into the Sweating 


of the poor. No doubt the Board of Guardians is alive to the emergency, 
but the task of the Board and itsable and generous administration is to relieve, 
not to fight. The kind of organisation required is that which would be brought 
into play by an energetic lawyer. We have already commented on the urgent 
need of some such preparation and marshalling of facts and witnesses, and we 
commend the subject to the Board of Deputies, in which the legal element is not 
wanting. The necessity is direct and pressing. . | 


The London Hospital, Whitechapel Road, has peculiar claims upon the 
 benerosity of the Jewish community. Its two Jewish wards virtually form a 
epecial Jewish Hospital. Although they are exclusively filled by Jewish 


those wards, Jewish patients being frequently provided with beds in other parts 
of the building. The hospital being situated in the district of London where the 
great bulk of the Jewish poor of London live, the Hebrew out-patients form a 
large proportion of the total number, and 662 Jewish in-patients were treated last 
Year. A special Jewish Kitchen is provided, a Jewish cook being kept on the staff. 
Every possible regard is paid to the religious requirements of the Jewish patients, 
and perhaps one of the most touching sights is to be seen in this hospital on the 
Seder nights of Passover, when the Service is read to the patients. It is but

Quite a romantic history is attached to a Catalogue of a Hebrew Library 
just issued from Munich. The Catalogue bears the title OM IN ON, in honour 
of the founder, the late Abraham Merzbacher, a banker, who died about two 
years ago. He conceived the praiseworthy object of providing the famous Tal- 
mudist, Mr. R. N. Rabbinowicz, with all the necescary materials for his wort 
giving various readings of the Talmud, of which 15 volumes have already 
been issued. When complete the work will constitute a critical edition of the 
text of the Talmud. The Library grew apace until it became one of the richest 
collections of Talmudical works and Responsa. The son, Dr. Eugen Merzbacher, has 
published a catalogue containing upwards of four thousand numbers of printed 
works, and 150 MSS. This catalogue has been widely distributed to Hebrew 
scholars, with an invitation that they should avail themselves of tho library 
to further their studies, all the works being freely lent to them for the pur- 
pose. Such unique liberality and wisdom should find imitators among the many 
wealthy men who can assist scholarship by similar wise-bearted generosity. 


How much may be accomplished in Morocco through the sproad of 


European education was evidenced afew weeks ago by soine interesting proceed - — 


ings at the School of the Alliance Israélite Universelle in Fez. This town, the 
residence of the Sultan, is one of the most benighted places in that bonighted 
country. Situated in the interior and devoid of European residents, it was 
altogether removed from the civilising influences which are present in the sea- 
ports. When four years ago the Alliance Israélite proposed to open a Jewish 
school in Fez, predictions were freely uttered by men well acquainted with the 
situation and having the welfare of their co-religionists at heart, that the pro- 
jected institution would speedily collapse, ;if it should even be‘opened. These 


_prognostications have altogether proved false. If the pupils do not exceed 100, 


it is not owing to the indifference of the parents, but to the limited accommoda- 
tion offered by the school premises. M. Benoliel has done wonders during the 
short time the school has been in existence. He has aroused a spirit of solidarity 
among the Fez Jews, with the result that the poorest as well as the richest 
children sit on the school benches, and as regards the instruction afforded them, 
well may the Belgian Minister, Baron de Wethnall, who presided at the 
examination and the subsequent distribution of prizes, have marvelled at hearing 
selections from Racine’s * Athalia” declaimed in the manner of real tragedians 
by the young Jewish Moors. We note with satisfaction that due attention is 
given to the teaching of Spanish. A knowledge of this language has enabled 
many former pupils of the Boys’ School at Tetuan (established by the Alliance 
in 1862), to obtain honorable and lucrative positions in South America, There is 
in fact a constant tide of emigration from Tetuan to that part of the new world. 


QUEEN ESTHER IN THE “ARABIAN NIGHTS.” 


Messra, Clark, of Edioburgh, have published a translation of Dr. P, Cassel’'s 
commentary on the Book of Esther, which is interesting in more ways than one, 
Dr. Cassel’s erudition is wide and multifarious, so much.so indeed that at times he 
has evidently got beyond his translator's reach, And he has displayed more than 
all his usual ingenvity of suggestion in dealing with the life and times of Esther, 
Assyriology lending its aid to clear up many parts which had better have remained 
obscure. A large portion of the volume is taken up with the curious Second Tar- 
gum on the book, which is here translated for the first time into English. Altogether 
the book is full of literary curiosities and quaint pieces of folk lore, 

Dr. Cassel, however, does not refer to the most curious point that has recently 
been raised with regard to the Book of Esther, Prof, de Goeje, in the recently 
issued volume cf the Encyclopedia Britannica points out a distioct traditional 
relation between the Scheherazade of the Arabian Nights and Queen Esther. Arabic 
tradition traces this back to Persia, and the great Persian poet, Fi:dausi, gives 
Scheherazade as the name of a wife of Artaxerxes I., whom Josephus identifies 
with Ahasueras, Elsewhere Firdausi mentions that this Artaxerxes had a Jewish wife 
who had saved her people, evidently showing that the Bible story had been taken 
up by Persian tradition into the royal annals of Persia. There is thus a distinct 
point of connection between the Scheherazade of the “ Thousand and One Nights” 
and Queen Esther. | 

When we recall the framework of the story of the Arabian Nights, the 
identity becomes most striking. The Caliph had got rid of his wife, as Abasn- 
erus had dismissed Vashti, and is married every day to a fresh wife, which 
recalls Esther ii, 14. Scheherazade saves the young women of her country froma 
terrible fate, just as Esther saves her people, and her father becomes Vizier, 
like Esther's foster-father, Mordecai, And the idea of the Caliph bing amused 
by stories may perhaps be traced back to Esther iv. 1., when King Ahasuerus 
bas the Persian chronicles read to him, Altogether it must be confessed that a 
case has been made out for the identity.

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CONSULAR PROTECTION IN MOROCCO. 


News has been telegraphed from Tangier that the difficulty botwoon Morocco 
and the United States with reference to a protected subject has been adjusted. A 
report of the Hon. W. Reed Lewis, the American Consul at Tangier, dealing with 
the whole subject of Consular Protection, has recently been publiched. Since his 
arrival in March last, he has entirely reorganised the system. He found that 800 
persons were enjoying United States Consular protection, official and unoivial ; the 
latter class (by far the larger) has boen entirely abolished. Frankly stating that he 
came to Tangier strongly imbued with impressions unfavourable to the pro egé system 
and prepared to adopt sweeping measures of reform, he admits that ho thon knew 
nothing of the total absence of law in the goverament of the country, and the oon- 
sequent necessity of some form of protection, a necessity which residence in Morocco 
cannot fail todemonstrate to any unprejudiced observer. As an instance, Mr, Lewis 
mentions that an old Moor who nad boen ovsasionily employed to writ) Arabic 
from the Consulate to the Sultan, ‘has preferred rather to lose his employment 
than to write even in the Consul’s name anything affecting influential men, Mini-ters 
of State. Mr. L2wis has had on several occasions to complain of the systematic 
obstructions and delays interposed by the Moorish Minister for Foreign Affairs, 


This official, whose salary is $300 a yoar, could not live if all the Consular abuse, 
were done away with,

entirely abolished, theConsul says: “ From the unbounded rapacity, coupled with 
the irresponsible power of thenative Governors, no unprotected native can bo care- 
fally entrastei with another person's money or property; and proteetion in this 
case is as much the protection of the Sultan against his own corrupt officials, as of 


the foreign merchant, for abolition of protection would be followed by a soerics of 
abuses far worse than anything previously known in Morocco.” , 


The objection of the Sultan that protection interferes with his revenues, could | 


be met by all foreign subjests and protegés being male liable to pay some certain 
and regular taxes through the various Consulates diract to the Sultan so as to avoid 
peculation and extortion. “ A few years ago, in response to the Saltan’s complaint, 
the taxes claimed by him were actually colle:ted by Her Britannio Majesty's offi- 
clals from all British subjects and protegé:, and ‘the Sultan was notified that the 
sum of those taxes would be paid to him when like taxes were paid by the subjects 
of other Powers. The first nation to decline to pay was Spain.” 


The fol'owing observations on Consular Protection in Morocco (the substance 
of which was communicated by Mr. F. D, Mocatta to the meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association on Sunday) have been written by one intimately acquainted with 
that country andeminently qualified to form a trustworthy opinion upon the subject : 

The whole mat‘er of Protection is a Gordian knot, very difficult to unravel. 
First comes the Sultan, who says that if it goes on he will one day find himself 
witlout any subjects of influence or wealth, who should contribute their share of 
taxes in his kingdom. The remedy for this would be for it to be enacted that all 
protected subjects should contribute their proper qaota towards the revenue of the 
country, and that none should be exempt from proper taxes. The upholders of 
Protection, on the other hand, say they have no guarantee of obtaining justice unless 
they are protected by the Consuls of the various powers, for although they them- 
selves acknowledge the personal high-mindedness and justice which chaia-terise 
the Sultan, they say it is impossible for His Majesty to investigate every case in the 
kingdom, and consequently disputes are relegated to officials who are venal, and 
who, in many cases, refuse to accept the evidence of Jew or Christian. 


Protection is necessary for the natives of Morocco to enable them to carry on 
their commercial transactions on a footing of equality with the Europeans se‘tled 
in the country, otherwise the native will be open to be mulcted and plundered en 
all sides ; and as the natives in the country have ramified connections over the 
whole of Europe with European houses, the governments represented at the forth- 
coming Conference will at once recognise the importance of this point, if only for 
the protection of commercial housés whose interests lie in Morocco, 


It is anticipated that if Protection be removed the wealthy Jews in the country 


will withdraw themselves and their capital from it, and the Sultan's government 
will be saddled with a population of poor Jews who will have no wealthy co- 
religionists to assist them. There will be such an amount of unrelieved poverty in 


| the country that the Conference will repent having been the instrument iu bringiug 


about this state of affairs. : 


There is no doubt that in many cases the Sultan is unfairly treated, and in 
many cases protected subjects are unfairly treated, and we consider that it would be 
beneficial for all parties concerned that a system of Consular Cour!s should te 
established, their decision to be submitted to the Sultan and tothe different lega- 
tions in Tangier, and that the whole of the proceedings of these Courts should te 
taken and reportedin the public press, Let these courts be composed of a consular 
body, who might settle ordinary cases, referring the more difficult to the lega- 
tions at Tangier, as also to the Sultan, Sould it be found necessary to make th's a 
mixed tribunal instead of a Consular one, it should be stipulated that the membors 
composing it should be influential Jews of a perfect equality one with another. 
Should any Jew be placed upon this tribunal through his influence and wealth who 
may not be enjoying protection, it should be understood that the Consular body 
should see that he should not be subject to any ill-treatment. Let every Moor, Jew, 
and Christian be taxed without exemption, The subjects of the Sultan have to 
pay taxes in Europe. Why should not Europeans settled in Morocco do the same? 
It is often raised against the principle of Protection that many of those who enjoy 
it, use it in an unscrupulous manner. Let this be ceded, and let the abusers be 
dealt with in this way. When any protectei native abuses his privileges it is 
open to the other natives, also protected, to report the individual ta.the Consular 
body, and should the complaint on investigation be substantiated, let the report be 
remitted to the respective Legation at Tangier, recommending that Protection be 
withdrawn from the offending individual. Or it may happen that the members ofa 
Consular body might in themselves abuse the privilege, and it should be competent 
to initiate an investigation in which to protect natives who tike part therein. The 
panacea is mixed tribunals compored of @ Consular body of the various nations 
aided by protected natives of the towne, without distiretion of creod.

THE IMMIGRATION COMMITTEE, 


— 


To-pay the Select Committee on the question of Immigration meets for the 
first time. A small proportion of the immigrants into the United Kingdom 


are ofour faith, and so far the question is of Jewish interest and deserves 


notice at our hands, Inquiry, however, at the hands of a Select Committee 
is merely intended to collect information, and provided this is done fully, the 
inquiry can only be reassuring. So many exaggerated accounts have been 


spread as to the nature and amount of Jewish immigration that the publica-— 


tion of the truth cannot but be beneficial. 

All that we can do in the matter is to see that the real facts of the case 
are put before the Committee. The Board of Deputies will doubtless welcome 
the opportunity of exercising its functions ona problem which eminently 
deserves its attention. One of its main objects is to watch and discuss ques- 
tions “‘ which affect the interests of the Jewish community in England,” and 
this is distinctly a case where those interests are affected. Not that any very 
definite action is at present required from the Board, but it should feel it its 
duty to see that the truth is not obscured by any prejudiced or partial state. 
ments, So many of these have been published during the past yearor so 
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or abroad have anything to fear from the deliberations

‘thet there is a possibility that some of them may in one shape or another come 
before the Committee, In that case the Board of Deputies would feel it its 


duty to controvert the erroneous statement and to volunteer a refutation 


it, 
It would be as well to be prepared for such a contingency. When the 


Local Government Bill was recently issued, the local authorities — 
convened special meetings to discuss its provisions so that any action might 
be taken to prevent any ill results that might arise from them. The Select 
Committee on Immigration has not arrived at such a stage as to recommend 
‘any practical measures, and it is doubtful whether it willeverdoso. But for 
certain purposes information carries with it practical results, and care may 
have to be taken that the information afforded the Committee presents all 
sides of the question, and is not merely the ex parte utterances of persons 
who have already committed themselves to a definite line of action in the 
question, 

It is not as if the Committee could itself take the initiative in obtaining 
the requisite information, 1t has to depend in a large measure on voluntary 
proffers of communication from persons intrusted in the subject of their 
inquiry. Now, persons may be interested from all sorts of different motives, 
and some of these may cause them to exaggerate, innocently enough no 
doubt, but none the less harmfully, the extent of Jewish immigration. The 
Board of Deputies should be on the watch to verify or contradict all state- 
ments which seem animated by any but general interest in the subject. 
"There is one aspect of this question which, so far as it affects Jews, 
has net been sufficier.tly insisted upon. The ordinary alien when he comes to 
these shores is rarely without a design, conscious or unconscious, of returning 


one day to his native shore. The obliging Swiss waiter looks forward 


to the time when his perquisites will mount up to a sum sufficient to keep 
him in comfort in economical Switzerland. The Italian waiter has the repu- 


- tation of turning himself into a local Italian prince when he has acquired 


sufficient money for a good investment in land. The German clerk js 
satisfied with a mere pittance in consideration of the commercial experience 
which he hops to turn to good account as a German merchant. 
But the Jewish immigrant who comes hither does so with a fixed determina- 
tion to acquire British nationality for himself and children in as short a 
time as possible. Such an immigrant as this, bringing with him a certain 
amount of energy and ability, is far from being a burden on the 
national resources, but is an appreciable addition to them. The desire to 
endenizen and to naturalise oneself is one of the highest of motives, and 
should be encouraged in every civilized land. It is specially desirable that 
Jews who have been domiciled for some years should become naturalized 
without delay, Here, in this country, the means of obtaining British citizen- 
ship are at present not expensive and not particularly protracted, Yet it 
is quite possible that an alteration may occur in the conditions attached to 
the issue of papers of naturalisation, and such alterations might be in the 
direction of lessening the demand by raising the price, an old de 
one which admits of many applications. Bo 
Fortunately in all these matters the Select Committee itself includes 
men who are fully acquainted with the needs and difficulties of the case so 
far as it affects the Jewish community. Where Baron px Worms, Baron 
Roruscuity and Mr, are engaged in 
an enquiry, it is not likely that Jewish interests will suffer. Bat it might 
be embarrassing to those gentlemen to be placed in the position of friendly 
jurymen without having had the facts of the case formally placed before 
them. That is what is wanted, and we may anticipate that the proper 
authorities among us are ready to afford the House the information Which it 
needs, With the real facts before it, it is unlikely that the Jews of England
